Always it is easy to be a knock- 
er 

When the haseball team has got 
the habit of bad Inck and is 
breaking under the strain of try- 
tng to ke¢p heads up in the face 
Of adversity, when ihe bad luck 
has ceased to be merely bad luck 
but poor play resulting from the 
despondence and lack of confid- 
ence caused by continuous had 
luck, and when you hear this bug 
and that bug saying harsh things= 
those are the easiest times to be 
a knocker. 

It is easy to repeat onpleasant 
remarks; it is easy to criticize and 
fing fault and place blame and 
say this should be done or that 
shonld be done. but it is not easy 
to say kind words and smooth 
over sore spote when you have 
peopie all aPonrd you knocking. 

Some knockers have a circula- 
tion as bie as a Newspaper.

The Chautauqua. | 

Back in 1788 a veteran of the 
American revolutionary war or- 
ganised forty Massachusetis farm- 
ers and mechanies into what was 
known as the Millbury Branch, 
Number One, or the American Ly- 
ceum. The object was to bring 
people together to hear lectures of 
an educational character. 

In 1888 there was held on the 
shores of Lake Chautauqua, in 
New York State. thy first «es 
sion of an annual gathering whieh 
took its naine from that body of 
water, The ‘‘Chautauqua”’ adopt- 
ed and adapted the idea which led 
to the founding of the Lweeum 
that of drawing people together to 
listen t0 experts and authorities 
leeture on subjeets of public 
portance, 

The Chautauqua example was 
contagious In other localities 
throughout the United States simi- 
lar annual gatherings came to be 
held. In 1906 't oceurred to some 
one with a taient for organisa.

Which drive men and beasts the 
very limit of endurance, I[t ig no un 
common aight to see pack dogs with 
heads streaming with blood from bites 
by bulldog flies, and their fianks a 
mass of sores. Night rest is absolute 
ly out of the question without a com 
plete closed curtain made up of cot 
ton and cheese cloth cut on generous 
lines to allow! suspending from the 
roof or ceiling and tucking under the 
bedding.
